Among the symptoms listed are a runny nose 
^aiid cough but no cold;" a lower than normal, body 
temperature; an increased appetite; act unreal- 
istically happy or. sad; easily become impatient; 
laugh at- things not funny and the like. * 

The danger signs, according -to the booklet 
are money or saleable items missing from -the 
home; school grades dropping; selling off posses- 
sions ; roll your own cigarette paper around. 

•The phamplet points out, however, that many 
of the symptoms might be there but the young- 
ster not be a user of the drug. .
